|Mr. Eisenhower declared that. 
without such aid “we are bound 
to have distatorship or foreign

Mr. Eisenhower's statement 
came just after the House had 
voted a four billion dollar com- 
promise ceiling on the foreign 
aid program. 

That figure, in an authoriza- | 
tion bill, was sent to the Sen-' 
ate for action and the House 
moved on to the measure ap- 
propriating the actual money— 
in a still smaller amount. | 

The House Appropriations | 
Committee has recommended a 
cut to $3,600,000,000 from Mr. 
Eisenhower's original $4,900,- 
000,000 proposal.

The report listed nine major 
recommendations for overhaul- 
ing the security system, includ- 
ing one to abolish the use of 
the so-called Attorney General's 
list of subversive organizations 
as a criterion for determining | 
the Security suitability of an 
employe or prospective em- 
ploye, unless the method of em- 
ploying the list is substantially 
revised. 

Another recommendation 
would limit personnel security 
systems to sensitive positions, 
thereby confining the coverage 
to about 1,500,080 persons, in- 
stead of 6,000,009. 

The book had gone to press 
when the Supreme Court ruled 
recently that Congress had in- 
tended to limit the loyalty-se- 
curity program for federal em- 
ployes to sensitive positions 
only, 
ommendations on this point re- 
mains important, because both 
the House and Senate have be- 
fore them bills which would 
specify extension of the secur- 
ity programs to non-sensitive 
positions, thus bringing all 6,- 
000,000 persons back into the 
programs. 

Other Recommendations. 

Other recommendations: 

1. Abolition of the port secu- | 
rity program, which applies to 
merchant seamen and  long- 
shoremen, and abolition of the 
international organizations em- 
ploye security program, which 
covers American citizens em- 
ployed by international organ- 
izations such as the United 
Nations. 

The port security program 
originated in World War II 
when the movement of troops 
and materiel to the fighting 
fronts presented a peculiar 
problem, the report said. A 
grave objection to the port se- 
curity program it added, is that 
its continuance in peacetime 
opens the way for the introduc- 
tion of personnel security meas- 
ures throughout American life 
and imposes security scrutiny | 
on persons without special jus- 
tification. 

As for the international pro- 
gram, the committee said that 
it actually is harmful to the 
interests of the United States 
and its citizens. The period re-

STIFF NARCOTICS | 
PENALTIES BILL 
PASSED BY HOUSE

WASHINGTON, July 9 (AP) 
—The House voted unanimously 
todav to allow juries to impose 
the death sentence on persons 
who sell or give heroin to 
minors under the age of 18 
years. The compromise narcot- 
ics control measure which now 
goes to the Senate for expected 
prompt approval. 


The legislation would in- 
crease all present penalties for 
narcotics law violations and 
tighten present laws designed 
to curb traffic in marijuana. 

In cases involving saie or gift 
of heroim to minors, the bill 
would allow sentences ranging 
from a minimum of 10 years in 
prison and a fine of $10,000 to 
death. 

Other penalties: for posses- 
sion of narcotics, 2 to 10 years 
and a $20,000 fine for the first 
5 to 20 years and a 
| $20, 000 fine for a second of- 
_fense, and 10 to 40 years and a 
$20,000 fine for a third offense. 

For selling illicit drugs, 5 to 
10 years and a $20,000 fine for 
the first offense; for a second | 
or subsequent offense, 10 to 40 
years and a fine of $20,000, 
with no suspension of sentence, 
probation or parcle permitted. |

An open verdict was returned | 


by a coroner's jury today in the 
death of United States District 
Judge Rubey M. Hulen, who 
died Saturday of a _ gunshot 
wound in the head. 

After hearing several witness- 
es, the jury reported that it 
could not determine whether 


the judge’s death was accidental 


or not. 


Dr. James N. Haddock, a psy- 
chiatrist who had treated Judge 


| Hulen since last September for 
insomnia and depression, testi- 


fied in response to a question 
by Coroner Patrick E. Taylor 
that that type of illness showed 
a tendency toward suicide. 


Dr. Haddock said Judge 
Hulen’s condition began 
proving last December but had 
grown steadily worse’ since 
April. 

Judge Hulen was found shot 
in the right temple Saturday 
morning in the back yard of his 
home, 16 Southmoor. drive, 
Clayton. 

A gardener, Ivory Robertson, 
told of hearing a shot and later 
finding him in a semi-conscious 
condition, in a secluded part of 
the yard that was thick with 
shrubbery and shut off by a 
wooden fence.

Only One With Decline. 

The growing importance of 
mainland China’s trade was re- 
sponsible for much of this in- | 
crease, largely reflected in 
Communist Chinese exports to | 
Japan. Yet mainland China was 
the only one of the “centrally 
planned economies” .in which 
the rate of industrial expansion 
fell sharply, in 1955. It dropped 
from 32 per cent in 1953, to 
7 per cent last year. 

North American participation 
in trade with Communist na- 
tions in 1955 was only one third 
above the low level reached in 
1954. In the first half of 1955. 
Communist commerce with the 
world, except North America 
and Western Europe, gained by 
about 10 per cent. 

Increases in industrial pro- 
duction in the centrally planned 
economies have been relatively | 
large, but not directly compar- | 
able to the growth in private | 
enterprise economies.

As the mother of four young 
daughters and a young son, permit 
me to thank you for your sane and 
reasonable approach to the rowdy- 
ism problem in St. Louis. 

This is true of both your news 
coverage and your editorial policy. 

Long before I read Philip Wylie’s 
now famous article, “The Sin of 
Mickey Spillane,” I realized that 
sensationalism with all its indecency 
and luridness was a great danger to 
the minds of young people. It is 
criminally unfair to the community, 
to potential victims and to the 
troubled minds of teen-agers them- 
selves. 

Surely thousands of mothers. have 
Seen the pattern: quiet reading, em- 
barrassed questioning and the in- 
evitable hunt for the dictionary. If 
this is true of fiction, you can 
Imagine how much worse it is in 
real life. For in the newspaper the 
characters are real and alive, as is 
the scene of the crime. 

We want facts, for we honor the 
freedom of the press. We also want 
no censorship or bookburning. But 
good taste and propriety are not 
inconsistent with aninformed public, 
as the Post-Dispatch has contin- 
uously demonstrated. 

I realize that my ideas may be 
easily distorted to make it look as 
though I favor crime. However, if 
everyone remains quiet and afraid 
delinquency will increase and the 
community deteriorate.

Notable Political Sign 


President Eisenhower's personal intervention 
to persuade John Sherman Cooper to be the 
Republican nominee in Kentucky for the seat 
of the late Senator Alben W. Barkley is political 
news of first importance. 

It means much more than that the people of 
Kentucky will have a good Senator whether 
Senator Earle C. Clements, the Democratic in- 
cumbent, is re-elected or whether one of the 
two seats at stake goes to Mr. Cooper in a 
Republican victory.__ 

Nationaily it means, so the Washington ob- 
servers think, that President Eisenhower has 
definitely made up his mind not to allow his 
second major illness to interfere with his deci- 
sion to run for a second term. 

The reasoning was well summarized by Mar- 
quis W. Childs in Sunday’s Post-Dispatch. Mr. 
Cooper, who is now Ambassador to India and 
doing an excellent job in that strategic diplo- 
matic post, had turned down all appeals to be 
a senatorial candidate. He felt his present work 
was so important that he had no choice but to 
go on with it and fulfill, if possible, the high 
hopes that President Eisenhower had for him 
at New Delhi when he made the appointment. 

+ . ° , 

Then Sherman Adams, the White House “chief 
of staff,” called Mr. Cooper to the executive 
offices and put it squarely to him to be a candi- 
date for the seat which he lost to the late 
Senator Barkley two years ago. Still Mr. Cooper 
was resolute in his belief that he belonged in 
neutral India where so much of the immediate 
future of the world may be decided. He said 
that if he did not go back to New Delhi for 
at least another year it would be interpreted in 
India as meaning that the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration, as Mr. Childs phrased it, put “domestic 
political considerations ahead of Indian rela- 
tions.” 

But this did not end it. Sherman Adams 
called up Gettysburg, got President Eisenhower 
on the phone and asked him to talk to Mr. 
Cooper. The President and his Indian Am- 
bassador talked on the telephone and after that 
came the announcement that Mr. Cooper would 
run for the Senate. Thus was Mr. Cooper's 
decision not to run, announced as recently as 
June 2, completely reversed. 

It would be easy to argue either that Mr. 
Cooper is more urgently needed in India or that 
he is more needed in the Senate. Two years ago 
we said that Kentucky voters had to decide 
which they preferred: to keep Mr. Cooper in the 
Senate where he was one of the ablest of 
Republicans or to re-install Alben Barkley and 
thus contribute to knocking Senators McCarthy, 
Bricker, Jenner and other anti-Eisenhower Re- 
publicans out of their Senate chairmanships. 

That still is a major consideration since Mc- 

Carthy, Bricker, Jenner & Co., will return to 
their seats of power if the Republicans win 
Senate control through the November election. 
It is a thought that must give John Sherman 
Cooper pause for he is the kind of Republican 
the irresponsible wing has no use for. 

7 . . 

We trust that Mr. Cooper got at least one 
promise in writing fron Sherman Adams. That 
is that should he be elected along with the 
President, he would never again be shut away 
from Mr. Eisenhower as he was shut away by 
Mr. Adams when Mr. Cooper, then a Senator, 
wanted to tell the President that the Dixon- 
Yates private utility contract was a booby trap. 

It is strange how little John Sherman Cooper 
meant as a Republican Senator to Assistant 
President Adams then and how much he means 
now as a candidate to win back a Senate seat 
lost two years ago. And lost in part, it may be 
added, because it was demonstrated for all Ken- 
tucky voters to see that Mr. Cooper had almost 
no standing with the White House staff. 

Such are the demands of politics in a presi- 
dential election year. As for Ambassador Coop- 
er’s successor in India, we trust the President 
will make the very best choice possible and send 
the name to the Senate promptly so the nomina- 
tion can be passed upon while the Senate is 
in session. The New Delhi post is not. one to be 
vacant very long.

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A Poem for Evervbody. Everywhere 

In Belgium the Grand Prix of the Third In- 
ternational Poetry Biennial, amouffting. to al- 
most $2000, is being offered for a poem consid- 
ered by the international jury to be of univer- 
sal value. By universal value is meant, presum- 
ably, a poem of as much value on the moon or 
Jupiter as on Earth, and even of undiminished 
worth in a galaxy other than our own. We are, 
accordingly, somewhat puzzled. 

How does a poet produce such a poem? Does 
he simply remind himself that the Third Inter- 
national Biénnial is about to be held, resolve to 
compose a poem of universal value for the occa- 
sion, and forthwith sit down and do it? Or 
does he find, on browsing around among some 
old poems of his, that, much to his surprisé and 
delight, one of them possesses universal value— 
on which he determines to enter it in the 
competition? 

As for how a jury might go about setting up 
the necessary standards, we are at an even more 
complete loss. Poetical specifications that could 
seem universal in the extreme to the Spanish 
juror might seem of doubtful universality to the 
Egyptian juror and not universal the least lit- 
tle bit to the juror from Nicaragua. Guess we'll 
just have to wait and try to figure it out from 
the poem.

Freeholders Can End All Doubt 

Even though it probably will be appealed, the 
decision of Circuit Judge Waldo C. Mayfield in 
favor of the Public Service Co. gross receipts 
tax should reduce aspirin consumption in City 
Hall. On its face, the ruling means an income 
of more than $700,000 a year for the city plus a 
back payment of $31,433. Since this income was 
not included in the recent municipal budget, it 
should be a big help toward the pay raise ap- 
proved for most municipal employes. 

_ Judge Mayfield’s reasoning gives the city 
good reason for hope that the tax. bill will be 
upheld by the higher courts. He did not accept 
the company’s argument that state law allows 
the city only to grant permits for the use of 
its streets, but gives it no right to impose a 
revenue measure. Since the city taxes other en- 
‘terprises through special license fees, it is only 
logical that it should have the power to impose 
a levy like the gross receipts tax on the transit 
company which, after, all, uses the city streets 
to its profit. 

The city’s defense was ably handled by Acting 
City Counselor James V. Frank, by its public 
utilities counselor, Forrest.G. Ferris Jr., and by 
Associate City Counselor John J. Shanahan. 

That the company should be able to raise any 
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objection at all is an indication of the unsatis- 
factory manner in which the city’s taxing power 
is set forth in the 1914 charter. So the case is a 
special reminder to the charter freeholders to 
clarify this all-important authority of the City 
Government. 
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Needed: The Air Safety Board 


It is an excellent thing that a House Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce subcommittee is 
in Nevada and Arizona investigating the Grand 
Canyon collision and crash of two airliners that 
killed 128 persons on June 30. The subcom- 
mittee may prevent the successful application 
of any “whitewash.” 

The Civil Aeronautics Administration and 
the Civil Aeronautics Board are going on with 
their investigations as usual in such air disasters 
but, as is unusual in such cases, are finding 
themselves undergoing close examination by the 
Congressmen. . j 

The CAA, an agency of the Commerce De- 
partment, and the CAB, an independent five- 
man board, together form what might be called 
the air ministry of this nation. The CAA is the 
enforcement arm of the CAB and is supposed to 
see that the CAB safety rules and other regu- 
lations are enforced. 

Practically everything that the commeycial 
airlines and private aviation do or do not do 
stems from Government regulation. Obviously, 
when the CAA and the CAB investigate an 
accident they also are investigating themselves 
to a large extent. What does that do to objec- 
tivity? Is it proper for any Government agency 
to be expected to find fault with itself? 

And since last Deceniber, when Secretary of 
Commerce Weeks suddenly ousted Frederick B. 
Lee as CAA head, there have been charges, 
such as those of Senator A. S. Mike Monroney 
of Oklahoma, that CAA efficiency has been 
badly damaged by “politics and penny-pinching.” 

There is ample evidence at hand that the 
nation’s air traffic control system is so obsolete 
as to constitute a constant peril to all planes. 
Some of the inquiries now going on may show 
that neglect of the air traffic control system 
was responsible for the Grand Canyon disaster. 

In view of all this it seems that now is the 
time to call for re-establishment of the inde- 
pendent Air Safety Board which functioned so 
well in 1939 and 1940 only to be killed with 
adoption of reorganization plans Three and Four 
which set up the CAB and the CAA. 

The House subcommittee now investigating is 
not made up of aviation experts and technicians, 
as was the Air Safety Board, but it seems to 
be hitting pay dirt. 

Already it has brought out contradictory in- 
terpretations by CAA-CAB officials of rules 
governing the flight of the two crashed planes, 
This point alone is sufficient to demonstrate that 
the subcommittee inquiry should be exhaustive 
and that bills for recreating the Air Safety 
Board should be introduced and pushed until 
they become law. 
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Unwanted and Pushed Around 

What is leading some youths to commit crimes 
of violence against individuals at random? 

An answer to that puzzling question was given 
by Dr. Edwin F. Gildea, head of the Neuro- 
Psychiatry Department of Washington Univer- 
sity Medical School, at the hearings on juvenile 
delinquency conducted here by Senator Hen- 
nings of St. Louis. | . 

The psychiatrist said many of these youths 
had never known anyone's interest, or any kind 
of life except that of being “pushed around.” As 
he sees them come into City Hospital they are 
filled with hatred for authority and for adults. 

Those from more favored homes often have 
had encephalitis or some other @isease which 
has damaged parts of their nervous system, or 
have low I.Q.s, and they take two years to a 
class, sitting in school without knowing what is 
going on, he said. Under such circumstances the 
surprising thing is not that these bored and 
baffled youths burn down the school houses so 
often to get out of an intolerable situation, but 
that they do it so seldom, Dr. Gildea declared. 


These generalities have to do with personal 
tragedies that are sad in any number and are 
occurring in increasing number. A basic cause 
is the failure of a society dedicated to the indi- 
vidual to treat its young people as individuals. 
Shall we, as a community, -begin to deal 
with this basic cause more forthrightly ‘and ef- 
fectively, or shall we give ourselves a false sense 
of accomplishment by measures of punishment 
and revenge alone? | 

Lawbreakers must be punished. But there are 
guilty persons who are beyond punishment or 
even conviction except in the privacy of their 
own hearts. Everyone who might show an inter- 
est in a young person, but instead lets him grow 
up with the gnawing sense that he ie insignifi- 
cant and unappreciated, must: share the real 
blame for the consequences, however the law 
apportions it. The Hennings hearings will have 
performed a real service if those who have been 
asking what is wrong with boys who get into 
trouble will start asking also the larger question: 

What is wrong with a community which pro- 
duces that kind of boys?

A Credit ta the Federal Bench . 


Federal Judge Hulen's tragic death removes 
from the United States bench one of its ablest 
and most respected members. The courtroom 
over which Rubey M. Hulen presided was a 
model of decorum and those who entered it as 
litigants could expect a scrupulously fair meas- 
ure of justice. 

The work of any judge in the Federal District 
Court is to be appraised partly in terms of how 
it fares on appeal in the courts above. On this 
score Judge Hulen rated very high. The times 
were few when this native of rural Missouri— 
whe sold newspapers as a boy at Taylor and 
Finney—was reversed by a higher court. And 
the quiet, modest jurist had his share of the 
difficult cases—the most recent being the trial 
of T. Lamar Caudle and Matthew J. Connelly, 
Truman Administration officials who were to 
be sentenced July ‘19. 

The critics of the Roosevelt Administration 
often denounce it for its appointments to the 
federal bench. Judge Hulen was chosen by 
Franklin D. Roosevelt when the Democratic 
Senators from Missouri were Harry S. Truman 
and the late Bennett C. Clark. The Judge's 
service justified the trust imposed in him; it 
stands as a credit to those who participated in 
selecting him. 

Judge Hulen’s death creates an unusual situ- 
ation with respect to the sentencing of Messrs. 
Caudle and Connelly since his colleagues, Chief 
Judge Moore and Judge Harper have disqualified 
themselves. Chief Judge Moore initiated the 
grand jury investigation that produced the 
Caudle and Connelly indictments. Judge Harper 
was called before the grand jury as a witness. 
Chief Judge Archibald K. Gardner of the Fed- 
eral Court of Appeals can be counted on to 
handle this situation satisfactorily.

failed to make any nationally visible 
imprint on the situation. His successor 
is slated to be Clarence Randall, an able 
fighter who may succeed in this assign- 
ment. But recalling the Administration’s 
first stab at a new foreign economic 
policy, the feeble “Randall Report” 
of 1954, one may be pardoned the feel- 
ing that this is where we came in. 


For Lack of a Program 


oe 


Congressman Richards of South Car- 
olina, chairman of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee, put responsible congres- 
sional sentiment in a nutshell when he 
declared mildly that “we should not 
continue to spend our money in the 
same old-way or in the same old places.” 


As for irresponsible congressional 
sentiment, it has seldom had so vulner- 
able a target. “I come from a town,” 
cried Tumulty of Jersey City, denounc- 
ing aid to Tito, “where when we buy 
votes, we expect them to stay bought.” 

The unpopularity of foreign aid ex- 
tends to other parts of the Administra- 
tion’s program. The customs simplifica- 
tion bill, which passed the House long 
ago, has only now reached the stage of 
Senate committee hearings. The Organ- 
ization for Trade Co-operation, which 
the United States helped design and 
has every reason to join, is apparently 
in too much danger of defeat to be 
risked on the floor of Congress. These 
piecemeal offerings have not carried 
the conviction they would if the Ad- 
ministration had presented them as re- 
lated parts of a grand world policy. 


‘Wav Behind the People’ 


This Administration failure has had 
one further effect. It has encouraged, 
like gas rushing into a vacuum, the 
greatest irruption of half-baked pro- 
posals for saving the world since the 
early rhetoric of Truman's Point Four. 

Starting from a sound premise—that 
the President's foreign aid program was 
not imaginative enough—they reach 
some startling conclusions. A.F.L.- 
C.1.0.’s Jim Carey, for example, wants 
us to set aside 2 per cent of our gross 
national product each year for the next 
25 years (i.e, some $200 billion) for 
foreign economic development. Busi- 
ness men talk about “reviving the 
spirit of the Marshall Plan” or a “dy- 
namic, multiphase, century-long cam- 
paign’” for winning the world from 
Communism. 

All these spokesmen can legitimately 
claim to represent some degree of 
grass roots sentiment; on this subject 
Congress, as they accurately put it, is 
“way behind the people.” This is in- 
deed a gap between our national will 
to do something and Congress’s unwill- 
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does not mean there is a contradiction. 
The gap waits to be filled by an Ad- 
ministration program. 

Nehru, had he come to visit the Pres- 
ident this month, would by his very 
presence (let alone his private ques- 
tions) have forced a decisiom on this 
issue. His second five-year plan re- 
quires some $1.6 billion of foreign cap- 
ital; can he look to the United States 
Government for it, and if so, on what 
terms? What can we ask him to do in 
turn to encourage that use of private 
capital, Indian and foreign, which we 
know will improve his plan? 


Separating Military Aid 


Only a presidential command deci- 
sion will unify the policy of all United 
States Government departments, includ- 
ing George Humphrey’s department, 
toward the greatest political force in 
free Asia—and by that we do not mean 
Nehru, we mean the insistence of all 
free Asians on a rapid rate of economic 
growth. 

The President's illness, by postpon- 
ing Nehru’s visit, has also postponed 
the command decision. -If that is lucky 
for his (and his subordinates’) peace of 
mind, the luck extends no further. 

Americans will certainly wish to par- 
ticipate in the coming economic devel- 
opment of Asia, Latin America, Africa 
and all such areas. Not only does our 
growing stake in foreign trade advise 
it, but also, as Presidént Black of the 
World Bank has said, “The underde- 
veloped areas present a challenge to 
this century just as the open prairie 
and the empty lands presented a chal- 
lenge to the last.” 

We would want to participate wheth- 
er the Soviets were offering their own 
version of “foreign aid’ or not. And 
we need a policy of participation that 
will not yeer as Soviet rivalry veers, 
but will be steadfast on its real target, 
whigh is the real improvement of liv- 


ing standards throughout the free 
world. 

An End to Handouts 

Without here trying to spell out 


what such a policy should be, we may 
note three facts that bear on it. First, 
this is not a military policy, and should 
therefore be kept quite distinct from 
military aid. Most of the $4.9 billion 
in the present Administration bill is 
military aid. If this were put into our 
regular defense budget, where it be- 
longs, the remnant of strictly economic 
aid would look a lot less generous (and 
a lot less foolish) than it looks in its 
present company. 

Second, the United States economy, 
the source of our capital, is still) mainly 
a free and private one. Our Govern- 
ment needs and should have consider- 
able sums to lend or even give to un- 
derdeveloped.countries But a long- 
term policy for a free economy must 
envision an end to handouts, and point 
to and beyond the day when every na- 
tion will pay its own bills. 


Finally, capital is not the only key 


to growth. A comprehensive United 
States policy will include lending, but 
much else besides, notably trade and 
payments; and it will place them in 
their proper perspective from. the 
standpoint of their purpose: : 

That purpose is not to buy votes, or 
cement alliances, or even (directly) to 
compete with Communism. That pur- 
pose is to improve world living stand- 
ards, ny a our own, by doing more 
and more business with all free nations.

Between Book Ends 


Phe Everlasting Night 
THE DESCENT OF PIERRE SAINT-MARTIN, by 

Norbert Casteret. (Philosophical Library, 160 
pas., $4.75.) 

1953 was a great up-and-down year for 
the world. Everest was conquered, the 
bathyscaph made a record dive and 
Pierre Saint-Martin, a giant chasm in 
the Pyrennees was explored to the in- 
credible depth of 2389 feet. Norbert 
Casteret’s report of the Saint-Martin 
exploration covers a four-year period 
{rom 1950 when the cave was discovered 
to 1954 when the final triumphant de- 
scent was made. 

The cave must be entered by way 
of a long vertical shaft which falls a 
distance greater than the height of the 
Eiffel Tower. In 1953, Marcel Loubens 
hurtled to his death down this shaft. 
Much of the book is a tribute to Lou- 
bens whose body had to remain in a 
cairn of rocks two vears before it 
could be brought to the surface: 

The account of the Saint-Martin de- 
scent is gripping. The last third of the 
book is meant to be an appendage 
thereto, dealing, in a general way, with 
prehistoric cave drawings, special con- 
cretions and information about bats. 
This last turns out to be the most en- 
grossing part of the book. Here, Nor- 
bert Casteret describes several new 
chambers and grottoes which he has 
discovered. He also found a large, head- 
less, clay bear, perhaps the oldest piece 
of sculpture known to have been made 
by man 

Through 30 years and 1000 caves, 
Casteret has shown respect for the 
works of nature. His collection of fra- 
gile stalactites, finer than sewing nee- 
dles, calcite arabesques and other fasci- 
nating concretions is probably un- 
equaled anywhere. He distinguishes be- 
tween crystallographers who “pluck oc- 
casional choice specimens from grot- 
toes” and “iconoclasts who indulge in 
Systematic spoilation and untold of- 
fenses against nature.” 

Casteret has every personal skill val- 
uable to cave exploration except the 
built-in radar of a bat. In addition, his 
literary skill proves equal to the task 
at hand. He reports his many adven- 
tures in a straightforward manner and 
without academic overlay. “Descent” is 
the notebook of a man bursting with 
the will to discover. The reader will 
thrill to descend with Casteref where 
“the ray of my lamp has been the first 
to penetrate this everlasting night.”

When the Bamboo Curtain of Chinese 
Communism swung down over that con- 
tinental bastion, historic missionary en- 
terprises of more than a century were 
shut off from the support of American 
churches. With the closure came an 
accompanying wave of nationalism in 
all Southeast Asia which necessitated 
a complete new orientation of evangel- 
ical effort. “Churches that are com- 
pletely Asian in pastors and people 
are the new significant fact in the mis- 
sionary movement” in this vast area. 

Of this changed emphasis, the two 
authors — symbolically American and 
Asiatic—trace the country-bycountry 
story; more than 180,000,000 people live 
in Indonesia, the Philippines, Burma. 
Malaya, Thailand, and Indochina. O* 
these today only 4,000,000 belong, to 
Protestant churches.

‘Helpless Without Him.’ 


Their attitude is perhaps 
best expressed by the governor 
of a very important state po- 
litically which went heavily for 
the President 1n 1952 and is 
a key state in this year’s elec- 
tion calculations. 

Gov. Goodwin J. Knight of 
California put it simply: 

“I never had any other can- 
didate. We're helpless in Cali- 
fornia without him.” 

California, so far as Presi- 
dent Eisenhower is concerned, 
is typical of many other states. 
What Gov. Knight says would ; 
happen there without’ the 
President at the head of the 
ticket might well happen else- 
where. 

Nobody high in the Republi-

Doubts on Suitability. 


Such a reassessment now is 


going on, even though most par- 


ty leaders seem resigned to an- 
other Nixon candidacy if the 
President runs, and this reas- 
sessment could in the next few 
weeks become a most impor- 
tant political development. 

Some of the doubts about 
the Vice President's suitability 
are being raised in his own 
state. It is no secret that he 
arouses no warmth at alli in 
Gov. Knight—in fact, the con- 
trary. 

His enemies in California 
began to promote the slogan 
“A vote for Eisenhower is a 
vote for Nixon” after the Pres- 
ident’s illness. When asked 
about that here, Gov. Knight 
said he had heard of this cam- 
paign aimed at getting the Vice 
President off of the ticket. 

As for his position on Vice 
President Nixon, he put it this 


way: 

“He’s a distinguished Califor- 
nian. If the President supports 
him and the convention nom- 
inates him, I'll be for him.” 


Presidential Popularity. 


But he is not crying for 
Nixon’s renomination or waving 
any flags for his fellow Califor- 
nian. 

In the dilemma of uncertainty 
now faced by their party, 
Republican governors get some 
comfort in the public acknowl- 
edgement by Democratic gov- 
ernors in many key states that 
the President’s popularity con- 
tinues among their own people 
at an amazingly high level. 

The Democratic governors 
confessed how difficult it would 
be to beat the President, de- 
spite his health. They based 
this judgment on a knowledge 
of the President's Standirg in 
their states. 


AUTHOR GIOVANNI PAPINI 


DIES, WROTE LIFE OF CHRIST

infractions of the athletic code. 


lt climaxed 1956 levies yes- 
terday by tagging Southern 
California for approximately 


$62,000 and California $25,000. | 


Previously U.C.L.A. was 
stunned with a $93,000 fine and 
Washington $52,000. 

In all cases except California, 
the penalties also involved pro- 
bation for athletes and suspen- 
sion of schools from participa- 
tion in the annual Rose Bowl 
football game. The bulk of the 
fines was loss of Rose Bowl 
receipts at an estimated $26,000 
a year for each school 

U.S.C. was suspended from 
the Rose Bowl for two years by 
the conference representatives, 
who decide such things. 

U.S.C. also was fined $10,000 
for withholding information in 
athletic code violations from 
conference commissioner Victor 
O. Schmidt 

Two U.S.C. track men and 44 
football players were penalized 
one year's eligibility for accept- 
ing payments in violation of the 
code 

Twenty-nine football players 
figured in the California case. 
lronically, the tuition grants in- 
volved would have been legal 
under the conference code, but 
they were not approved by the 
university.

In the past, athletes who af-| 
fixed their signatures to pro- 
fessional baseball or basketball 
contracts, or at any time accep- | 
ted money for their services 5 


soccer players, were barred 
from all amateur soccer com- 
petition. This kept out of the 


national amateur championship | 


tournament many players who! 
had had only brief professional | 
baseball trials—some of whom 


never even got past the first 
week of the tryout camps. 


Under the new rule, adopted 
yesterday, such players become 
eligible for reinstatement as 
soccer amateurs. Their applica- 
tions must be made through 
own state associations. 
However, reinstated amateurs 
would remain ineligible for’ 
Olympic competition. 

The Missouri delegates, Harry 
Luecke, state secretary, and 
national past-

nents in this rules change.

$1.50, the rails down 90 cents | 
and the utilities up 20 cents. 

(Dow-Jones average of 30 in- 
dustrial stocks was 2.38 points 
higher at 506.52 at the close. 
The 20 rails dropped .86 of a 
point to 166.30, while the 15 
utilities hit a new 1956 high of 
68.94, up .23 on the day). 

Volume for the day totaled 
2,180,000 shares compared with 
2.180.000 on Friday, 

It was a continuation of last 
week's rise. The conviction re- | 
mained that another round of 
inflation is coming when the 
steel strike is settled.

Secretary of the Interior Fred | 
Seaton said yesterday that if | 
the Eisenhower Administration 
has “given away” any national 
resources, “I'm sure that was an 
inadvertence.” 

Seaton said that since he be- 
came secretary of one month 
ago he has found no basis for | 
Democratic “give-away” charges | 
aimed chiefly at his predeces- 
sor, Douglas McKay. 

Interviewed by Representative 
Kenneth Keating (Rep.), New 
York, in a program filmed for 
television use in upstate New 
York, Seaton said he has not. 
examined every transaction in- 
volving public lands since the 
Eisenhower Administration took 
office in 1953. 

However, he said, the Admin- | 
istration has expanded the na-| 
tional parks ard wildlife and 
game preserves and “certainly 
couldn’t be the same administra- | 
tion that gave anything away.” | 

“The whole conservation pro- 
gram is a live thing, a going 
thing and a growing thing,” he 
said, adding: 

“Now if we've given anything 
away, if that should have hap- 
pened, I'm sure that was an in- 
advertence.” | 

Seatan was sworn in as secre- 
tary June 8. McKay had re- 
signed to run for the Senate 
in Oregon as the Republican 
challenger of Democrat Wayne 
Morse. 

Keating sought Seaton’s views 
on whether the Niagara river 
water power development proj- |

Seaton said his department 
has no direct interest in this 
project, but added:

cedure are contemplated which will effect the 
wages, hours or working conditions of the 
employees.

Comfort in Old 
Farm Kitchen 
By Leonard Hall 


. OU couldn’t beat our Betsy for a farmer's milk 
: cow, though she might not shine in the herd of a 

professional dairyman. She's part Jersey and 
part Guernsey, with a couple of crumpled stubs of 
‘ horn and a _ long, 
melancholy face. We 
bought her from 
neighbor Ern Strick- 
lin who had owned 
her only a few 
weeks and wouldn't 
have let her go ex- 
cept that her hind 
spigots were a bit 
small for his big & 
hands. But she was- & 
gentle as a kitten = 
and would adopt any 
orphan calf, which 
was what we needed. 
Moreover, she was 
Bangs and TB tested 
so that, doing the 
milking ourselves, 
we weren't con- 
cerned aboyt going 
through the bother 
of pasteur ization; 
though we wouldn't. advise using raw milk unless 
you're mighty sure of your cow. 

Betsy was thin when she came to Possum Trot farm, 
but the climate here seemed to agree with her, what : 
with a liberal ration of dairy feed and alfalfa hay. a 
When her calf arrived in early April, she proved 
her contentment with her environment by pouring 


out two big 10-quart buckets of milk a day, She 
grew more and more gentle, protesting not at all 
when we moved Cricket into the barn to share the 
milk with her calf. Now she feeds two calves and 
still gives us all the milk we can use, along with 
cream so thick you can cut it with a knife. Some 
of this Ginnie stores up to churn into fine yellow 
~ butter, once each week. Besides all this, Betsy has 
#, covered her spare frame with a coat of fat and is 
becoming quite a handsome dairy cow. Or perhaps 

it is that we believe in the ancient adage, “Handsome 
is as handsome does.” The old girl also enjoys 
human company. One Saturday evening when I was 
fly fishing down the creek, something gave me a 
hard lift from behind. It was Betsy and she followed 
me clear to the back water-gap, watching each cast 
with a critical eye. Fag 
ao, Sa :s 


INCIDENTALLY, this is the season when in an 
hour’s time we can garner a dinner from the farm 
that few restaurants could duplicate at any price. 
The milking which furnishes milk, cream and butter 
requires about six minutes per day. A half hour 
along the creek with the fly rod puts four big perch 
and a pair of 12-inch smallmouth in my creel on a 
% bed of water cress which we'll add to the salad that 
; already includes Bibb lettuce, quartered cucumbers, 
B sweet Onions iced and sliced thin, new radishes, to- 
& matoes and diced green pepper. The lard in which 
. the fish are pan-broiled came from last winter’s 
butchering. Creamed new potatoes, tender string 
beans and pickled beets make up the vegetables, 
though we could add baby crook-neck squash if we 
were especially hungry. 

All these take about 14 minutes to gather from 
the garden, which leaves 10 minutes of our hour to 
pick the first blackberries.of tha season for dessert. 
If we've had time to stir up a batch of cornbread 
from water-ground meal and whole wheat flour, 
there'll be a jar of home-produced honey on the ta- 
ble. Only the salt and pepper, coffee, corn meal, 
flour and the olive oil and roquefort for the salad 
dressing have to be imported. Proteins, minerals 
and vitamins are guaranteed.

EXPERT HOME-MAKERS can talk all they like 
about tomorrow’s push-button kitchens with complete 
frozen meals popping out of the walls at the drop of 
= apie plate. I'll still take our old-fashioned farm 
& kitchen. True enough, it contains an electric range; 
* but there is also a small wood stove which can be 
stoked up on cold mornings or when the power fails. 
There's a refrigerator with a freezing unit, a sink 
with hot and cold water and modern cabinets for 
storage space. But it is a big kitchen, after the 
coumtry fashion, with room for a round walnut table 
and cpymfortable chairs, since most meals are eaten 
here in cold weather. 

There are shelves for Ginnie’s cook books and gar- 
dening library, not to mention my volumes on “Keep- #@ 
ing Livestock Healthy” and similar subjects. A file © 
cabinet holds surgical supplies; hypodermic needles, 
stand in the corner, and there’s a catch-all where 
you'll find anything from fish hooks to dog whistles 
and a few veterinary supplies. For decoration there 
are potted plants and a plate rail with some of Great- 
aunt Lucy’s hand-painted china. Altogether, a useful 
and comfortable room.

THE KITCHEN OPENS, incidentally, onto east and 
west porches used for dining during a good portion 
of the year, as well as onto an entry-way without 
which the farm could hardly function. Here are 
shelves for boot storage, camp stoves, minnow traps &: 
and all of the emergency medicines necessary to keep 
a herd of cattle healthy and happy. An old kitchen 
cabinet holds surgical supplies: hypodermic needles, 
dehorners, balling guns for giving pills, trocars, ear # 
tagging clamps and the like. On a long row of wooden 
pegs hang the rain gear, the lariats which are part 
of the cattleman’s stock in trade, and the canes used 
in cutting and driving the animals from one pen to 
another in the barn lot. Here also are Ginnie’s emer- 
gency food shelves and baskets for picking vegetables. 

Like the entry-way, each porch has its uses and its 
own flavor. Certainly porches are a more important 
feature of mid-western living than the over-rated 
* picture window, If the latter looks out onto a gar- 
~ den or a view of mountains or water, it is a fine 
thing. Too often it serves merely to allow passers- 
= by an intimate view of the life of the inhabitants, 
while enabling these latter to look out and enjoy the 
traffic rushing past on the highway. A conveniently 
located porch, on the other hand, makes an extra out- 
door living room during a good part of Missouri’s 
year. Our east porch, which is glassed in for winter 
use, looks out across a stone terrace to the fruit trees 
and vegetable garden and, beyond that, affords a 
fine view of the bottom fields with Buford mountain 
rising above. It is a wonderfully cool spot on sunny 
summer afternoons. The west porch is cool in early 
mornings and fine for eating throughout warm weath- 
er, with food served through a window connecting it 
to the kitchen. It affords a view of the sunset that 
is unexcelled. All in all, it would take a lot of sell- 
ing to convince us that much of “modern” architecture 
is as comfortable and convenient as the houses of an 
earlier day when these latter are equipped with a 
few modern conveniences.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 
Sweating Floors. 

OME PEOPLE are troubled 
G with hard floors and some 

with weak and sagging floors. 
In winter many persons com- 
plain of cold floors, and maybe 
you won't believe it, but in sum- 
mer many persons are bothered 
by damp and even wet floors. 

You'll run across wet or damp 
floors in homes with concrete 
floors that are improperly 
poured directly over the earth. 
Sometimes they occur in base- 
ments or floors below grade 
level and sometimes they are 
found in homes with concrete 
slab floors on the first floor. 
What happens is that the con- 
crete becomes chilled because 
it’s in contact with the ground, 
which is cooler than the air 
around it. When this happens 
and the weather is warm and 
humid, condensation of moisture 
occurs on the concrete floor sur- 
face. Even if the floor is cov- 
ered with paint or asphalt tile 
it will sweat under certain con- 
ditions. 

If your home is heated with 
coils inside the concrete the 
sweating can be eliminated by 
turning on the heat for a short 
time. The idea is that. you 
warm the concrete up to about 
the temperature of the air in 
the room. If you can keep the 
concrete at this temperature 
you'll never be bothered by 
sweating floors. Another way 
to handle the problem is to in- 
stall a dehumidifier to absorb 
the moisture out of the air. This 
works very well for basements 
and for basement playrooms 
which can be closed off from 
the rest of the house and from 
the outside. 

Improving the ventilation in 
rooms where floors sweat will 
help if you do it on dry days. 
In some cases, however, the 
only sure ‘way to eliminate the 
trouble short of heating the 
concrete slab is to lay 2x4 strips 
over it every 16 inches and then 
cover these with wood flooring 
or with plywood which is covy- 
ered with tile or linoleum. -

When used in re- 
sponse to a takeout double it 
has no such meaning. 

It is simply a force, promis- 
ing nothing in the suit bid by 
the enemy.

Tips for Teens

ACK of dates is no problem to this girl! She has them, 
Lo doesn’t know what to say when a boy calls her on 
the telephone. She writes: 

“I’m beginning to have dates and can’t tell a boy I'll 
go out with him until 1 tell my mother where, when and 
who and all about it. This is embarrassing when a boy calls 
me, because I don’t like to say ‘Wait until I ask my mother.’

This is the second article 
in a series on the care of our 
health in summertime. To- 
day’s article tells us how to 
get a suntan properly, and 
warns against poison ivy, 
poison oak and athlete’s foot. 


HERE is no organ of the 

body more exposed to ac- 

cident, injury or disease 
during the summertime than 
the skin. With the shedding of 
clothes in the hot months, the 
skin must take up the duties 
of shoes, socks, pants and 
shirts, as a protector against 
the outside world. It must 
therefore, absorb much of the 
punishment warded off from 
the body by those articles of 
clothing during other seasons 
of the year. 

One of the prime offenders 
in the attack on the skin dur- 
ing the summer months is, of 
course, the sun. Most of us go 
out of our way to be exposed 
to it. Sunlight, as we know it, 
is visible. But the sun also puts 
out many rays of “light” that 
we cannot see, because their 
wave-lengths cannot be picked 
up by the human eye. Some of 
these invisible rays are called 
ultra-violet rays. And they are 
the important ones for this dis- 
cussion because they are the 
ones that are responsible for 
sunburn. ‘ 

These ultra-violet rays have 
certain characteristics that are 
important to us in learning 
about sunburn. First, the more 
atmosphere they have to travel 
through to reach our skin, the 
fewer and weaker they are 
when they arrive. This explains 
why it is harder to get a sun- 
burn in the winter or in the 
late afternoon in the summer. 
At these times the sun is at 
such an angle that its rays have 
to travel through much more 
atmosphere to get to us, and 
many of the ultra-violet rays 
have been blocked off, even 


though the sunlight may be 
bright. 
Second, these ultra-violet 


rays may be blocked off by win- 
dow glass, some plastics, and 
by smoke or dust. Thus, glass, 
plastic shades or a smoky, dusty 
day protect against sunburn. 

Third, ultra-violet rays are 
scattered through the sky by 
clouds, gas and the tiny parti- 
cles of moisture in the atmos- 
phere. This means that even 
when the sun is hidden behind 
clouds, it is possible to get a 
severe sunburn just from being 
exposed to the sky. 

And fourthly, there is reflec- 
tion of these ultra-violet rays 
from sand and water. And for 
this reason, sitting under a 
beach umbrella does not neces- 
sarily protect you from sun- 
burn. 

Exposure to ultra-violet rays 
from a summer sun produces 
first a reddening of the skin 
and sensations of warmth and 
burning. These symptoms dis- 
appear in mild cases within 24- 
36 hours, and are followed by 
tanning. Severe burns, how- 
ever, are serious and cause blis- 
ters, chills, fever and occasion- 
ally shock. Blondes are more 
susceptible to sunburn than 
brunettes, because they have 
less protective pigment in their 
skin, and they must be extreme- 
ly careful about exposure dur- 
ing the summer. 

Just as the body can be ac- 
climatized to heat, so can the 
skin be acclimatized to the sun. 
The skin becomes acclimatized 
in two ways: First, by develop- 
ing more pigment in it; second, 
by becoming thicker. For the 
skin to become acclimatized, its 
exposure to the sun should be 
increased gradually each day 
over a period of about a week. 
In addition, blondes and other 
light-skinned individuals should 
use protective lotions. 

Suntan lotions work in two 
ways, They prevent the skin 
from becoming too dry, and 
they prevent part of the ultra- 
violet light from reaching the 
skin. This decreases sunburn, 
but allows tanning to. take 
place. There are no suntan lo- 
tions that actually accelerate 
tanning above its norma] rate of 
appearance. These lotions 
should be applied evenly, or 
only spotty protection will oc- 
cur. Most lotions should be re- 
applied after each swim, and 
after two to three hours of 
steady exposure. They are also 
helpful once a burn has oc- 
curred, but sunburns with blis- 
ter formations are best treated 
by a doctor’s prescription. 

Poison oak and poison ivy are 
the common names for another 
skin condition that frequently 
plagues us in the summertime. 
This is an allergic condition 
caused by direct contact with 
the particular plant by the al- 
lergic person. 

Poison ivy is a slender plant 
with whitish berries, green 
flowers and three shiny green

sumac, a small shrub with 
whitish berries and feathery 
leaves, usually found in 


swamps. Susceptibility to these 
plants .may be inherited. The 
skin symptoms may begin any- 
where from five hours to eight 
days after contact. Thus treat- 
ment should begin before the 
symptoms have started, if con- 
tact is suspected. 
— * _ 

HE symptoms consist of 
T swelling, redness and blister 

formations, which may 
spread over a much wider body 
area than the original area of 
contact. This is' partly due to 
the fact that once the hands 
havt touched the plant, they 
can spread the condition by 
touching other allergic indi- 
viduals. 

Therefore, the first part of 
the treatment is aimed at pre- 
venting the spread of the dis- 
ease. If contact is suspected, 
or when symptoms first begin, 
the person should take a soapy 
bath, and follow it with a 
brisk alcoho] rub. He should 
then go to the doctor. The 
usual course of the disease is 
about one to three weeks, but 
modern medications, including 
cortisone, can_ shorten this 
course considerably. 

The third common skin dis- 
ease of summertime is athlete's 
foot. This is a disorder caused 
by the invasion of the skin of 
the foot by a fungus. The first 
state of the disease may be 
blister formation on the soles 
or toes; in the second stage, 
cracks develop between. the 
toes, and the skin becomes 
white. The third state is 
marked by an overgrowth of 
thick, horny skin between the 
toes and on the soles. 

This disease can usually be 
prevented by good foot care. 
One should dry the feet care- 
fully after bathing and take 
pains to keep the feet dry at all 
times; socks should be changed 
at least once a day and any of 
a variety of foot powders ap- 
plied. 

The fungus breeds in hot, 
moist climates. Foot baths are 
probably of no aid in prevent- 
ing the disease, but going bare- 
foot in summer does help to 
prevent and control it. This 
gives the perspiration from the 
feet opportunity to dry and pre- 
vents the accumulation of mois- 
ture and heat caused by shoes. 

Contrary to widespread be- 
lief, the disease is probably not 
primarily due to picking up the 
fungus on bath mats, shower-

Watch That Sun

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room floors, etc., but is pri- 
marily due to poor foot care. 
The best treatment, as well as 
the best preventative measure, 
is to keep your feet in good 
shape by maintaining cleanli 
ness and dryness. 

The world we live in is com- 
plicated for us by the fact that 
it is also inhabited by countless 
millions of tiny organisms, bac- 
teria, viruses, fungi, and so on. 
Occasionally when man stum- 
bles across these organisms in 
his comings and goings, they 
are capable of producing in him 
severe disease. 

Furthermore, in many cases, 
these chance encounters of man 
with disease-bearing organisms 
are increased both in frequency 
and severity in the summer- 
time. First of all, bacteria grow 
and multiply faster in hot 
weather. An example is the fact 
that food spoilage, which is due 
to bacteria, takes place much 
more rapidly in summer than 
winter. Also, there is a greater 
frequency of group activities in 
the summer, such as picnics, 
church suppers, camping, where 
a single infected article of food 
can poison many persons. Then 
there is the urge to take to the 
woods, the farm and the fields, 
in the summertime, bringing 
more people into contact with 
bacteria that are found in ani- 
mals, in unpasteurized milk and 
in contaminated water. 

Obviously, not all of these 
factors can be avoided, and 
indeed not all the diseases 
can be prevented. But their 
frequency can be lessened and 
the more serious ones avoided 
if proper precautions are ob- 
served. One of the best pre- 
cautions, especially if you are 
planning a trip to the country 
or beach, is vaccination. 

* = — 
HERE are two major dis- 
T eases that are particularly 
common in summer against 
which everyone ought to be 
vaccinated. 

One is tetanus. This disease 
is caused by tiny, rod-shaped 
bacteria that enter the body 
through punctures or cuts or 
splinters in the skin, and such 
accidents are prevalent during 
the barefoot summer months. 
Surveys have shown that from 
20 to 53 per cent of the cases 
of tetanus result from minor 
cuts and scratches that do not 
seem serious enough to require 
medical attention. Vaccination 
can prevent this. Initial vacci- 
nation requires three shots at 
intervals of three weeks. Folow- 
ing this, booster shots should 
be taken every two or three 
years. If you have not been 
vaccinated, or have not had a 
booster shot for several years, 
every cut or puncture wound 
should be treated by a dose of 
antitoxin by your doctor. This 
is the best immediate protec- 
tion against this fatal disease. 

The second disease that vac- 
cination can control this sum- 
mer is typhoid fever. The 
vaccination schedule is similar 
to the one described above for 
tetanus. There is evidence, 
however, that even vaccination 
does not prevent typhoid fever 
f the person encounters an

Gastroenteritis, dysentery 
and ptomaine poisining are all 
caused by bacteria that have 
gained entrance to an article of 
food. Many different types of 
bacteria can produce gastroen- 
teritis, but all lead to the symp- 
toms of upset stomach, vomit- 
ing and diarrhea.

OME forms are more serious 
G than others, as, for instance, 

one called botulism, from 
which muscular weakness and 
paralysis develop. All types of 
gastroenté@ritis, however, are de- 
bilitating and potentially dan- 
gerous. One of the commonest 
sources of gastroenteritis is 
found in bakery products, es- 
pecially those with cream fill- 
ings, such as eclairs and cream 
puffs, which have remained at 
room temperatures or above 
for several hours in warm 
weather. So, if these foods are 
to be eaten, it is always wise 
to see if they have been freshly 
prepared. 

The most serious food poison- 
ing of all, though, botulism, is 
usually caused by eating im- 
properly preserved canned 
goods, which most frequently 
have been prepared at home. A 
safe rule here is not to eat food 
that is soft or mushy or has a 
spoiled odor. 

Finally, there are a _ large 
number of diseases that are 
caused by the bite of ticks or 
lice encountered while walking 
in the fields or woods. These 
ticks and lice live on farm and 
field animals, and infect many 
only by accident. They produce 
such diseases as_ tularemia, 
Rocky Mountain spotted fever, 


and encephilitis, which are 
bacterial and virus diseases 
transmitted by the tick or 


louse bite. So after every ex- 
cursion into the fields or 
woods, each of us should ex- 
amine himself to make sure he 
is not carrying one of these 
parasites.

They must know whether Israel 
has moved troops into Jerusa- 
lem and they are the only 
people who will be believed by 
the Arab governments. 

It is evident, of course, that 
if such an assertion is made by 
an Arab government they will 
immediately have an excuse for 
massing troops themselves, say- 
ing that they are there for 
defense. Yet these troops can 
as easily be used for aggression 
when a country is surrounded
